April 12.—(Bpeotal.)—With 
the Idea of going on record before the 
country as advocating a reduction of the

The plan has Its Advantage In thAt It 
will make plain to the country that the 
Democrat* are In favor of a reduction of 
tariff below the point desired by the Re¬ 
publicans, and In addition want at least 
part of the burden ld foil upon the 
wealthy does Instead of entirely upon the 
consumer. 

It is proposed to raise by the Pwyne- 
Aidrlch bill about $300,000,000 of revenue. 
The Democratic plan would be to cut this 
to. say. 9240.000.000, and make up the 
960.000.000 by an Income tax amendment. 
Senator Bailey is now giving his attention 
to this feature and hopes to he able to 
draft an amendment on that subject dial 
will command the support of the minority.

Upon this tobacco of course, a 
duty is paid and a reb.ite check la Issued 
against It The Inltaxl St-ires exports 
many cigarettes, and under the provisions 
of the Payne bill any manufacturer of 
cigarettes can pull down the duty ho paid 
on hla imported tobacco used for domestic

While not changing the purport of the 
Philippine section, the committee's report 
included a new draft uf this provision by 
which Us successful operation will be as¬ 
sured.

1026 Lvdtk street, at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and <u G.JO o’clock be 
died. 

Waldron's duty as a helper to a boiler* 
maker required that be get Into th© boll, 
era and with small percussion hummer 
and broxler weld and tighten Lite rivets. 
This work he was doing when he was 
overcome by gas. It will never be known 
exactly how th© accident happened, but 
those who u ,• r»* work trig with Wi 
first noticed that something was wrong 
when the pounding of the Implements 
within the hug© iron tube ceased 
Investigation was Immediately made, 
and Waldron was found lying on the t»oL 
tom of the boiler. He was tnk»n out and 
quickly removed to the hospital main¬ 
tained at th© shops. Dr. 1). Y. Roberts, 
the company's physician, was railed* 
When be arrived at th© shop© Waldron 
was conscious and doing nicely in th© 
care of a nurse, according to the doctor s 
statement. H© stayed with the patient for 
half an hour, saw' that respiration and 
heart action were good, and then cam© 
back Into town. 

At 2 o’clock Waldron again lapse 
unconsciousness, and when 
that It© was in a precarious 
tendanta at th© company's hospital placed 
him In the private ambulance and took 
him home. 

The first word of the accident that Wal¬ 
dron's family had wa* when th© 'driver 
of the ambulance knocked at the door 
and directed Mrs. Waldron to prepare a 
bed for her husband. Thef the sikmt 
form, covered with a white mantle, was 
taken Into the house and tha railroad men 
departed. 

The family physician. Dr. Robert Fallls, 
was summoned, hut Waldron was past 
help, and all efforts to revive him were 
futile. 

Fall Over Little Home. 

A pall lay over the modrst little home 
last night. The mother and seven fatherless 
children sat stricken l>> grief Sympa¬ 
thetic. friends, many of them workmen In 
the same establishment, formed in a cir¬ 
cle around th© sitting-room and talked In 
undertones. Mrs. Waldron wa© so over¬ 
come that ahe could scarcity to Ik. and 
two of the smaller children, ufiable to 
comprehend fully th© trouble which had 
com© upon them, wept softly with their 
mother, as they cluns to her skirts. The 
older children, partJcuhirly th© girls, 
openly grieved, for they understood Just 
w'hat It meaflt to lose their fath©r 
Sobblng as she spoke, the widow tried 
to describe what a grinding life It wav at 
which her husband worked. Every morn¬ 
ing. eating breakfast before daylight, ho 
left horn© at 6 o’clock and dl:l nert return 
to his home until nearly 7 o'clock at night. 
And all day long It was pounding and 
wHdlng In smothering heat on the Inrld# 
of huge locomotive holler* Work that 
cauoed a man to return to his fireside *o 
weary that he often could not eat. 

Waldron wa* born In Maryland, and 
came to Louisville shout three >var* afo. 
He had been working for the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad In the shops for 
nearly ttvo years. Besides his wifi*, he is 
survived by seven children Mrs. Clarence 
Tucker. Rosa Waldron. Charles Waldron, 
Jr., Elmore Waldron. Ueriha Waldron, 
Harry Waldron and Robert Waldron. One 
brother. Arthur Waldron, a ppetran s*s- 
lloned at the No. 16 engine house, also 
survives. 

Up to a late hour last night the Cor¬ 
oner.

*1 have the honor to say In reply that 
while Article UL of the treaty between 
the United States and Italy, dated *ob- 
ruary M, 187 L guarantees Italian sub- 

{ ects temporarily residing within the 
Jnlted StAtes ’the moat constant protec¬ 
tion and security for their person* and 
property.* it is speciflclally stated that 
these rights and privilege* are to be 
enjoyed ‘on thnir submitting themreivee 
to the conditions impoecd upon the na¬ 
tive*.* Inasmuch as native citizens seek 
and obtain redress for their injuries or 
threatened injurire to property by meanz 
of proceedings In court# of justico. It 
will appear that Italian subjects should 
In like cases seek their redress in courts 
of Justice. 

•If the tobacco when purchased by the 
agents of the Italian Government be¬ 
comes tlie property of the Government, 
as may be inferred In your note, it would 
■•'em to belong to the Government in Its 
private capacity rather than as sover¬ 
eign. In such a case the Italian Govern¬ 
ment might seek redress In our court* 
of Justice, because It is a settled law of 
this country that courts of Justice are 
open to sovereigns upon the same terms 
as to private individuals for the protec¬ 
tion of property rights. 

“A copy of your note and tho depart¬ 
ment’s reply have, however, been trans¬ 
mitted to the Governors of Kentucky and 
Tennessee for their Information and such 
activity as they may deem appropriate 
in the premises. Accent, etc..

The Italian Complaint 


In the course of his complaint, the 
Italian Ambassador said: 

“These disturbances may not only lead, 
as they did last year, to the destruction 
of supplies of tobacco already purchased 
by the agents of the Italian Government, 
which made them Italian property, but 
also prevent the seriously threatened 
planters from fulfilling thetr obligations 
or entering Into new contracts of sale. 
If such a condition of affaire were to 
repeat Itself or endure, the Italian Gov¬ 
ernment might iw* constrained to soe* 
elsewhere the whole or a part of the to¬ 
bacco It requires even* year. 

“This embassy Is therefore confident 
that the local authorities will, for the 
oommon good, •«*« that the above men¬ 
tioned rivalry will not lapse into criminal 
acts, and that commerce shall not be 
hampered In tta freedom or stripped of 
its guarantiee. The royal embassy ven¬ 
tures. with this end In view, tb appeal 
in behalf of the Italian agents and of 
all with whom they deal, as well as of 
the goods purchased by them, for that 
‘moat constant protection and security * 
that Is guaranteed by the treaties.**

Other railroads will pay less, but the total 
w ill be close to llfln.Wu and Will go far to¬ 
ward paying off outstanding warrants 
against the State. 

Frank P. amrs. State Auditor. Is op¬ 
timistic about the State's financial affairs 
and believes that there wiH not be any 
trouble about paying everything and get¬ 
ting dow n to a cash basis in a short time. 
He says the revenue of the State Is in¬ 
creasing and the expenditures, us com¬ 
pared with Inst year, are falling off. Sol¬ 
diers cost the State nearly l&u.uOQ in one 
month last year

Later the 
officers visited tho New Rattle Houso and 
the OawUiprn Hotel, where a carload of 
Intoxicants were seized. * 

The search was made under the law 
which forbids tho possession of intoxi¬ 
cants fur barter. The prohibition law 
never has been rigidly enforced here since 
its passage/* 

The distance from the Hotel to the 
Club, and frqm the Club to the Home. 
Is only a footstep, and. If the principle 
underlying the scheme to authorize the 
purification of Hotels and Clubs and 
Homes by legislative enactment be ad¬ 
mitted, there comes an end of all per¬ 
sonal liberty, and. In place of free Gov¬ 
ernment. the rule of fanatical dogma¬ 
tism. 

A man's dwelling ceases to be his 
castle. No fireside Is safe against In¬ 
trusion. The spy system forms the 
corner stone of such a dominion. Pri¬ 
vate vengeance, false swearing and 
blood-money—Inseparable from the as¬ 
sertion and exercise of arbitrary power 
3 essential ingredients of tho spy 
syBtom. 

Hypocrisy arul bigotry have ever 
gone band In hand. Thu sleek pharisee 
plays to tho lead of the tyrannous 
zealot. Despotism, supported by super¬ 
stition, and intolerance, maintained by 
Church or party Interest, rule the roost 
Tyranny, and not religion, sits in the 
saddle. 

History is full of examples. It Is re¬ 
plete with warnings. We have the re¬ 
lentless reign of the Roundheads in 
England, with the succoring immoral 
reaction. Coming over *c^, we have 
the grim Puritan hierarchy sought to 
be established in New England with 
Its cruel suppressions anil w'anion in¬ 
vasions of private rights. But. if we 
seek a modem Instance, and do not caro 
to go as far as Maine. Mobile supplies 
It, as related by tho foregoing tele¬ 
gram. 

Can any thoughtful man, with the 
love of freedom and his kind In his 
heart, believe that a law commanding 
such a descent upon tho hotels of a 
city—to go no farther—was conceived 
or could be executed in the spirit of 
justice, or df true religion and vir¬ 
tue? 

One may waive tho confiscation of 
property without duo process of law 
He may waive the harm don© a grow¬ 
ing community. He may waive the 
loss of revenue and the consequent In¬ 
crease of taxation. But, where Is tho 
word of God served, where are good 
morals served, by the purpose to forbid 
the guest of a. hotel from taking what¬ 
ever he ploases to take to eat or drink, 
openly and without offense. In his 
apartment, dr at common table, or 
wherever and whenever he nee* fit? 

The law indeed may discriminate. It 
might throw fburvl the dispensation 
food and drink some kind of restriction, 
or regulation. The misguided persons, 
however, who propose to make a pack- 
horse of a single brand 9 of virtue con¬ 
genial to thetnsalves and to ride this 
rough-shod over all who refuse to sub¬ 
scribe to It. make no distinctions what¬ 
ever. To them all drinks ar*‘ the same. 
They are poison. A glass of wine is ns 
poisonous as a glass of whisky. A 
mug of beer Is as polsonnq# as u mug 
of brandy. Yet, the universal experi¬ 
ence, to say nothing of the force of hu¬ 
man nature, is proof that, driven from 
public places, drink will find its way 
to private places; that In*room of law¬ 
ful drink men tak© to law leas drink; 
that not religion and morality arc 
helped, but cwtortloo, adulteration and 
corruption, the Church converted into a 
Detective Agency and Rt Melon made 


the sake of peace or profit, such as the 
State of Maine has exhibited for nearly 
sixty years. 

The Christian preacher who leads 
such a crusade is as mistaken as the 
Christian preacher who burnt-heretics 
in the dark ago*. The pretext in both 
cases stands tho same: the worship of 
God. The spirit In each is the same: 
the regeneration of man. Not a »odl was 
saved in the first Instance. Not a* soul 
will be saved In this. On the contrary, 
after Incalculable sacrifices and griev¬ 
ous suffering and unnecessary burdens. 
It will be found, as ItVas found, that 
gentler method* only are competent; 
that^ milder measures reach, and that 
suasion, not force, can alone divert 
man from his unbridled passions and 
his evil ways. 

They who wuXild promote temper¬ 
ance must themselves be temperate. 
Temperance, however, Is but one of the 
virtues. To try the experiment of at¬ 
taining R, the leaders of the Prohibi¬ 
tion Monument—blind to all they see 
about them—deaf to all they hear from 
Maine and Georgia, from Alabama and 
Tennessee—would not merely confis¬ 
cate hundreds of millions of dollars of 
property and extinguish tens of mil¬ 
lions of dollars of taxes, without any 
equivalent alternative, but they would 
lly In the face and flout tho teach¬ 
ings of Christ Jesus our Lord, who, 
with all-seeing knowledge, of human 
nature, divided the world into two parts* 
the spiritual and the temporal, com¬ 
manding inan to love his neighbor as 
himself, to render unto Caesar the 
tilings that are Caesar's and unto God 
the things that are God's. 

Reading the Mobile dispatch by the 
light both of events and of tendencies, 
we conceive of such a proceeding not 
tho love of God, but the malice of 
Satan; not morality but Immorality; 
not the promotion of temperance but of 
lawlessness, such os are the Inevitable 
consu-quence of tho effort to change the 
habits of a people In the twinkling of 
an eye and to work the grace of the 
Holy Ghost by art of Assembly. 


The Tangle In Porto Rico. 

Porto Rico now takes her turn as 
the subject of much thought—If not the 
source of some anxiety—upon the part of 
the President and members of the Cab¬ 
inet. The presence In Washington of 
representatives of the two branches of 
the Legislature of the Island, the fact 
that Secretary Ballinger Is at work upon 
a formidable report on conditions In 
Porto Rico, that the Cabinet has for¬ 
mally discussed- the matter and that 
the President Is contemplating & spe¬ 
cial message to Congress asking for 
legislation dealing with the trouble-r 
all these things go to indicate the seri¬ 
ousness of the situation which con¬ 
fronts the United States Government. 

The tangle traces back to the popular 
dissatlafactlou with the sort of govern¬ 
ment that now prevails In the Island, 
dissatisfaction which apparently is not 
mitigated by the important clrcum* 
stiffice that Porto Rico Is so favored 
over the Philippines as to enjoy abso¬ 
lutely free trade with the United States. 
The people seem to believe that they 
are not given so large a control over 
the Island government os they should 
lutve. In the lower house of the Legis¬ 
lature alt members elected by the votes 
of the people, members that are re¬ 
garded as jealous spokesmen for the 
rights of the islanders. The upper 
house is called the Executive Council; 
it is composed of men appointed by the 
President of the United States and In 
Its make-up there appear a majority of 
Federal officeholders. The two bodies 
supposedly have co-ordinate jurisdic¬ 
tion over the budget. And It Is over 
the budget that the present unfortunate 
deadlock has arisen. 

The Assembly refuses to sanction 
L«o budget prepared by the Executive 
Council, although twice called Into ex¬ 
tra session for the purpose by the Gov¬ 
ernor. As a result there are no funds 
with which to conduct tho functions of 
government, and the forces of the Gov¬ 
ernment are practically In suspeiurion. 
Many of the schools are closed for the 
lack of. money. The Federal Court 
has suspended hearings. Clerks, police 
and tho various civil departments are 
out of business 'for want of means 
with which to carry on the busltiesa. 
Salaries are In arrears. 8ervice em¬ 
ployes are without w'herewlth to meet 
their dally living expenses. The 
squabble Is not over the expenditure 
of the funds raised by local taxation, 
for all such money (a turned over to 
the municipal subdivisions for their In¬ 
dividual use. The, bone of contention 
Is the revenue raised by Federal tax¬ 
ation, customs duties, excise levies and 
the like. The Assembly objects to the 
assumption of authority over this rev¬ 
enue by the Federal officeholders In 
the Executive Council. Hence, It brings 
about a deadlock—a deadlock which 
still exists and threatens to continue 
In existence until the Home Govern¬ 
ment takes a hand. 

It is a queer sort of row—a row 
which Is not easy for the people with¬ 
in the main boundaries of the United 
States to understand clearly, since In 
our States the people have not and do 
not expect to have any say as to the 
expenditure within a State of the cus¬ 
toms duties raised In that State. It is 
true that we have our Representatives 
in tho National Congress, but that sit¬ 
uation Is hardly analagous. Porto Rico, 
as expressed by the attitude of the mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly, demands a full 
control of all moneys raised within 
that island without Interference, ad¬ 
vice or suggestion from such a body as 
the Executive Council. In other words. 
It U proposed that the Assembly shall 
be the complete authority on the mat¬ 
ter of the budget. 

Of course, with the Porto Ricans 
maintaining stubbornly their present 


position. It follows that relief for the 
island Government can come only 
through action of the Congress in 
Washington. It h/on the character of 
that roffer that President Taft prob¬ 
ably will write In tho special message 
now expected. It Is believed that he 
will recommend sji amendment to the 
act under which the Island is governed, 
providing that If at any time In fu¬ 
ture the two branches of the legisla¬ 
ture come to a deadlock, as In the pres¬ 
ent Instance, over the appropriation 
bill, the appropriations shall continue 
as in the hill last passed. Another* less 
favored method considered Is to place 
In thr hands of the Executive Council 
tho whole power of making appropria¬ 
tions—a method which, as may be seen, 
would take from the Assembly even the 
power which It now considers too little. 

The business of running colonies is 
one of many ups and downs, disagree¬ 
ments am! tangles. The present snag 
In Porto Rico Is* Just such a one as 
might be expected In tho regular course 
of events. It will be overcome, of 
course, and the little roughness will 
be smoothed out; meanwhile, however, 
tl^‘ government of the Island lan¬ 
guishes. _ 

People who are pleased at the pros¬ 
pect of cheaper lumber under the re¬ 
duced lumber tariff of the Payne bill 
might gain some Information by read¬ 
ing this letter from the National Forest 
Conservation League: 

“While the duty on rough lumber is re¬ 
duced from U to 91. the duty on finished 
lumber In all forms Is l«rt so high as to 
remuln prohibitive. Rough lumber, owing 
to transportation charges, cannot be im¬ 
ported Into the United Stales except 
where water transportation Is available. 
Consequently tho reduction on rough lum¬ 
ber Is of no benefit whatever to the farm¬ 
ers and other consumers In the great 
Interior country- 

••Finished lumber can be Imported, be¬ 
cause of the savtug In railway rates as 
compared with rough lumber. If the tar¬ 
iff permit it. but as proposed it does not 
p*-mlt it About 90 fier cenL of the 
lumber shipped from a mill by roil goes 
through the planing mill before it is pul 
on fthe cars. About the same percentage 
of the lumber sold at a retail lumber 
yard Is planed or finished in some meas¬ 
ure. That Is to say. the ordinary con¬ 
sumer of lumber buys finished lumber 
almost entirely. And the lumber sched¬ 
ule as drafted makes it Impossible for 
him to get this lumber from abroad. 
Therefore, he will be entirely dependent 
on domestic supplies as before- 

“This is the kind of revision that may 
fool, but will not benefit. Every Con¬ 
gressman who wants to help his constitu¬ 
ents to get cheaper lumber should in¬ 
sist on free lumber, both rough, and fin¬ 
ished. Falling In that be should Insist 
that finished lumber, which Is what his 
average constituent buys, shall not be 
taxed more than rough lumber, which Is 
what tho average constituent doe* not 
buy/* 

There was a chance last week to 
amend the Payne bill by placing lum¬ 
ber on the free list, but It was rejected 
by a combinaUon of Republicans and 
so-called Democrats. It Is clear that 
the people who want cheaper lumber 
have little to expect from this Congress. 


Speaking of our Republican Mayor, 
our Republican Councilman, Isador 
Forat, say* that “he has used the 
patronage of Ills office In shAineleas 
fashion/* But how pan this be if the 
Mayor's legal advisers are right? It is 
the law, in order to prevent such abuse 
Of official power, that a Mayor shall 
be ineligible to succeed himself. The 
Mayor s legal advisers tell him that this 
law’ applies only to a Mayor who has 
jarv*d a full term. If U does not apg>ly 
to a Mayor w ho has served leas than a 
full term It Is clearly beyond the con¬ 
templation of tho tauw thajt such an of¬ 
ficial could be guilty of the abuse of 
office which U Is intended to guard 
against on tho-part of a Mhyor who 
serves four yuan Instead of two. Is 
not Mr. Forst able to see this brilliant 
legal point? Or is it so dazzling that it 
blinds him?

April -(Special J-A 
small political sensation was raised here 
to-day when the entry fee to thg Demo 
crane primary, tendered by Charles W 
Fouahee. who announced himself last 
Suturduy a candidate for County CleiK, 
was refused by Leon Smith, trra«ur»*r ol 
the Demo* ratic committee, under instruc¬ 
tions from Chairman C. J. Bronston, snd 
the other memberu of the subcommittee 
who have charge of tne primary and who 
urm \V. D. Oldimm. Martin S. Taylor and 
Capt. Jack Clark. Mr. Foushet. who wri 
formerly well known as a Democrat, bus 
for several years been a conspicuous and 
aggreaaive member of a small band of 
bolting Democrat* who allied themselves 
with tne Republican organization, and at 
the last city election ardently supported 
CoL W. R. Mllwnrd, tin Republican nomi¬ 
nee, ngnlnsi John 8kaln, tne Democratic 
nominee, for Mayor, ami has since been 
ono of the most active promoters of the 
contest instituted by the Republicans in' 
the Circuit Court. Mr. Fouanee, on last 
Saturday, announced Ills can*lida*-y 
t hrou gh the Republican organ on a plnt- 
Torm antagonistic to the Democratic or¬ 
ganisation 

This morning, accompanied by J. T. 
Jones as a wiffieaa. Mr. Fouahee went to 
Mr. 8mtth and tendered the entry fee to 
the primary’, which was $.5. Mr. Smith 
promptly declined to receive the money, 
or to register Mr. Foushae as a candidate, 
and when Foushev Insisted ou knowing 
the reason, explained that h# acted un¬ 
der the instructions of Chairman Rrons- 
ion ami the other mCrtnbfTS >»f tM Mih- 
committee, who had derided that Mr. 
Foushee was not a Democrat, wo* not 
entitled to the support of the members of 
the Democratic party, and. therefore, 
should not be permitted to appear under 
Democratic colora or to muke the race 
as a candidate on the Democratic ticket. 

As Mr Foushce’s most ardent admirer 
could not have believed that he had tne 
ghost of a show of receiving the nomina¬ 
tion had he been admitted to the primary 
as there are few' men In the county for 
whom Democrats generally feel so much 
antipathy, the Democratic committee l.ud 
apparently excellent grounds for helitvlng 
1 hii^hts announcement as a candidate be¬ 
fore the primary was not In good faith, 
but covered some ulterior purpose. The 
question was. however, a novel one, and 
aa It is the first time, probably, in the 
history of tho primary law. that man 
who claimed to Ih» a Democrat! and ten¬ 
dered his entry fee waa refused permis¬ 
sion to mak* the race. l The Democratic 
leaders and prominent lawyers of both 
parties, however, are of the clear opinion 
that the power to refam* admission to a 
candidate who it not believed to be in 
good faith affiliating with the party which 
holds the prJmnry la unmistakably within 
the discretion of the committee. 

Mr Foushee declared that he was very 
Indignant over being refused admission to 
the primary* *nd said that ho is register¬ 
ed as a Democrat, caine of a life-long 
Democratic family and that W’hlle he did 
not support SLain f«»r Mayor, lie Is 
Democrat now. and is as much entitled 
to he a candidate and to participate In 
the primary as any other citixen who 
claims to be a Democrat and Is registered 
as such. 

When the Democratic subcommittee 
learned that Mr Foushee had deelar<*l 
that he wus a Democrat. It immediately 
issued a new order directing Treasurer 
Smith to accept Mr Foushee * entry ree 
and enter him upon the lists of candidate* 
for the primary upon the condition that 
he would pledge himself, to support tho 
nominee* who should be declared chosen 
by the primary election Mr. Foushee was 
notified of this action, but refused to ac 
rapt this condition, and. therefore, de¬ 
clined to age In tender hi* entry fee.

O. L. Bradley, for many years teller at 
the Phoenix National Bank, one of the 
heat-known business men and personally 
popular cltlxens flf Lexington, and a. 
member of the Ornh** 1 Brigade during the 
Civil War. die/l this afternoon at 1 o’clock 
at his home on North Upper street after 
having been In 111 health for nearly a 
vmt, although his condition had not been 
considered serious until n few day* ago 
He had been gradually sinking with lit¬ 
tle hope of recovery since Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

Mr. Bradley wus f»9 years old ami was 
a son of the late Thomas Bradley junior 
member of tlx- tanking Arm of Grm*t*ad 
and Bradley, which was for many' year* 
the most powerful financial Institution of 
Lexington. He attended Transylvania 
University and was graduate*! from Cen¬ 
ter College In Danville In 1#6R Ho was 
gm’iiai.ul from the Harvard Law Col¬ 
lege tn 1600. nnd receive*! his license to 
practice, hut never took up the legal pro¬ 
fess! * n. He went Into the Confederate 
army tv 1 . 0 * beginning of the Civil War. 
nnd four years He was a mem¬ 

ber c» C oni patty B. of the Second Ken- 
ttickv TVglment. of the famous Orphan 
Brian \ • under Colonel Roger l iunsom. 
He wnti 'akr-n prisoner twice by the Union 
force* He was first captured at Ft 
Donaltaon nnd **« iijn-d from camp Mor¬ 
ton. but he wont tack Into the army and 
was ngnlri tnfcrn prisoner near the clone 
of the war. lie saw* a great deal of active 
service and twos in most of th« hard- 
fought battles of his command, ns h*- war, 
in prison only a short while each lime 
he wns captured After coming home 
from the war Mr. Bradley* entered his 
fnt hot s private tanking house In 1666. 
nnd f-*r the remaining rorty-lhre© years 
of h'« life he was In th«* blinking busi- 
ness He had been with the Phoenix Na¬ 
tional Bank for many years at tha time 
hi* 1 ealth finally broke down In June. 

in fact he started In with the 
Phoenix nrr Its opening day 

Mr. Bradley married Miss UUaabeih 
Mayes In 1 sH 1 > w*ho survives him. with 
dx children. Clarence H Brad lev, of 
.'•icngo. Thomas C Bradley and Dr. 
Ernest Bradley, of Lexington; Charles W. 
ilrndley. of Norfolk. \ n ; Mrs Mary 
3radlcy Railey. of Le £igt'»n. and Mrs 
Percy Morris Burrell, c, York, and 

one grandson. Bradley Ri 3 ». He is sur¬ 
vived also by his mother, - Mrs Thomas 
Bradley, and slater. Mrs. William 8. 
Lsrna* Mr. Bradley took an active In¬ 
terest in public affairs and was n stanch 
Democrat. He served several term* ns 
member of the General Council, and waa 
tor four years a member of the Police and 
Fire Commission.

The American League season was 
opened here to-day with the larg- 
estycrowd that ever wlinefeed a 
baseball game In this city—30.162 paytnj 
for admission, while dearly one thousand 
more were present as guests of the 
clubs. 

The occasion marked the owning of 
Sbtbe Park, the new hittf-mllllon-doHnr 
home of the Philadelphia American 
League club. So gr« at was the rush for 
the park that the gates were closed at 2 
o'clock, one hour before play started, and 
thousands of persona wWe turned away. 

After the parade across the field, which 
am led by President Johnson, of the 
.Aiiisric*.. League. President B. F. Shi be. 
of the Philadelphia club. President John 
1. Taylor, of the Boston club, and W. o 
Huntley, of Chicago, and the ilag-r^slng. 
Mayor fteybum loosed out the nail and 
Umpire Hurst announced that the gome 
was on. 

Philadelphia outplayed Boston both In 
pitching and at the bat. Plank was In 
grand condition, and held Boston to six 
hits. Boston's pitchers were batted hard, 
and nearly all the hits off mem were 
bunched. Arellanrs was taken out In the 
seventh Inning, after eleven hits had been 
made off him. Ryan. who took his place, 
was very' wild, and he was also touched 
up for two hlta. Murphy led the hitting 
with two doubles and two singles in five 
attempts, while Nichols made twb singles 
and a double. Lord, with a single and a 
double, and Wagner, with two singles, 
led Boston with the stick. 

Manager Mack, of Philadelphia, used 
three of hi* young pla)ers In the game. 
Eddie Collins, who played second, difv- 
out two singles and received two pusses. 
Strunk was used In center field, while Mc- 
lnnes played shortstop, and did fin* work. 
The latter Is a High Sch<x>l boy from 
Gloucester, Muss., and is only 16 years 
old. 

Shlbe Park, which has cost an outlay of 
considerably mere than half a million 
dollars, was In gay attire. The great 
stands of concrete and steel will sgut 21.- 
000 persons, with standing-room for half 
os many more. Including the standing 
room around the field,.It Is estimated that 
40,000 persons may be accommodated, so 
large is the ground and so musslve Is the 
stands. 

tfhlbe Park Is the Very latest thing In 
baseball construction. Every known con¬ 
venience and device has been employed 
for the safety and comfort of the club’, 
patrons Every bit of the lofty stands 
ties been built tn the strongest and most 
Indestructible manner possible. The exits 
and entrances have been made extra wide 
and easy of approach The *t4uw*y« ar<- 
very wide, and care his been taken to 
make the steps easy of descent and as¬ 
cent. Nothing hus been overlooked, ano 
the comfort of the many women who ul- 
tend the games has been given esinc.ul 
consideration 

Shlbe Park Is the bttrebaII show place of 
the country'. The management set 
2,400 seats which they reserved for those 
who would care to pay extra to !»«• sur«- 
of a scat at the opening game. Here lx 
the one mistake the management made. 
All the seats were gobbled up In an hour 
after they had beer placed on sale, ana 
there was a loud cry for more. 

A feature of the stand Is that from 
every seat a clear view of the playing 
field may be had. The bleachers are set 
on an angle, and there Is not a *tut on 
either the right or JeTt field bhfHih r> 
from which the entire ground cannot tn* 
seen. The placement of the seats is suet 
that every man can see over the h**a<l or 
the man In the tier below him. and has 
a view of every player and every line or 
the diamond. 

For the patrons of the grandstand and 
the pavIMoti the same can be said There 
Is not a column or a post that will Inter¬ 
fere with an unobstructed view of the 
field. The slope of the upper puvllt<>n Is 
such that from any point in the back of 
the stal’d the ground can be sqen for a 
distance of twenty-five feet In back of the 
catcher, i 

In providing for overflow crowds, ih»* 
outer edge* of the field have been hankol 
so that the spectators stand In rows one 
above the other, but sufficiently in Nick 
of the players as'not to prevent their 
frse playing, 

Still another good feature of the 
grounds !• the provision made to permP 
the crowd to pass out quickly. There are 
fourteen exits In all. There are three 
twelve-fpot gates, three stxteen-foot gnus 
and two clght*en-foot gates, in addition 
to six big exits under the grandstand. 

Everything has been arranged tn phuts* 
the patrons. Once inside the entrance-* 
the spectator Is not bewildered by a 
mazy lot of passages to find his way to a 
seat. A promenade fouteen feet wide 
leads past the players* quarters to the 
right and left-field blenchers. and a grand 
stairway leads to the pavilions Should 
a bleacherite dralre to change his goat for 
one In the pavilion, two turnstiles have 
bean provided, which make It e*tsv f*»r 
him to get to the grandstands without 
going outside the grounds and H/Stng his 
turn to get a ticket. 

Over five hundred tons of steel wo* used 
In the structural Iron work. An engineer¬ 
ing problem of gigantic proportions faced 
file builders In the construction of th.* 
cantilever. To form h solid unit which 
would bear the enormous weight and >et 
resist safely ths wind pressure was tin* 
goal the engineers strived for In con¬ 
nection with the building of the pirk 
there Is the largest amount of pipe rail¬ 
ing and wire screen work of ar.y huIMUw 


In the city, and the erection of this work 
required the utmost care and ths use of 
the best materials obtainable to accom¬ 
plish the purpose for which It Is in¬ 
tended.

SENATORS TAKE THE FIRST. 

Greatest Crowd In History of Base¬ 
ball In Washington Sees Opening 
Game. 

Washington. April 13,—The American 
League aeason was opened to-day in o 
game between Washington and New York 
clubg before wliat^ was said to be the 
largest crowd that has ever turned out In 
this city, there being about 15.000 paid 
admissions. The stands wore packed to 
their limit, while the overflowing crowds 
completely encircled the outfleii a dozen 
deep. It was the original Intention of 
calling’the game at 3:45 o'clock, but the 
sale of seals had to be stopped si 3:16 
and the'contest atarted at 3:30. Many 
prominent people of official and diplomatic 
circles were present. 

The game was won easily by Wash¬ 
ington. the final score being 4 to 1 In 
their favor. The locals batted hard at 
critical points ar\J wers helped along by 
costly errors of the New Yorkers. Pitcher 
Charlie Smith was a great pussle to the 
visitors, who are credited with only four 
hJu. the triple of Knight’s being of the 
lu^ky order, os Milan fell and lost the 
drive In the sun, the ball bounding over 
his head. Smith had plenty of speed and 
good control, striking out ten of the op¬ 
posing batsmen. Rack of Smith the 
Washingtons fielded almost perfectly, s 
dropped line fly by Delehanty being the 
only misplay. 

Newton began twirling for the New 
Yorks, but was wild and Ineffective, and 
after working four Innings, gave way to 
Brockett. who held the locals to two hits 
and no runs In the final four rounds. Tho 
fielding feature of the game was s re¬ 
markable one-handed catched by Left 
Fielder Engle of a long fly from Street’s 
bat in tho third Inning. There were three 
men on the bases and only on* out at ths 
time. Engle ran to the edge of the crowd 
tn left field, and'os the bail was sailing 
over his head. Jumped ami grabbed the 
ball In his ungloved hand. As Engle dis¬ 
appeared In a mixture of urma and legs 
he held the bail. Lelehanty scoring from 
third on the out Conroy, who was on 
second, left the bag before the l>sll was 
caught and was dectared out*when the 
ball w*;ts returned to second 

Washington scored three runs in the 
first Inning after the visitors had been 
retired runless. Clymer walked, but Milan 
forced him at second on roller to New¬ 
ton. Unglaub doubled Iqto the- crowd in 
left field, but the ground rule held Milan 
at third. Delehanty then sent a roller to 
Newton, who threw to head off .Milan, t>ut 
Klein.»w dropped the ball and the runner 
scored Conroy rolled one toward first 
which Newton fumbled and tho ba*es 
were filled Freeman followed with a 1« ng 
single into left scoring Unglaub and Dele- 
hanty.

Perfecting the Baseball. 

Those acquainted with the rules govern¬ 
ing the baseball clubs playing under the 
national agreement, know that in Section 
1 of Rule 14. the weight and circumference 
of the official baseball la # specifically set 
forth. The reasons for this are few and 
simple, but of vital importance to the 
game. 

During the carlr years of professional 
baseball the use of any old ball was per¬ 
missible so long ae It approached some¬ 
where near the recognised sh*e. Natural¬ 
ly, no two hall* were ever alike; some 
were dead, others lively, and It was sel¬ 
dom that 4 ball lasted mo entire game. 

This difference tn life balls caused no 
end of trouble to the dlayera. The pitch¬ 
er preferred the dead tyall. the batter the 
lively one. This led to*so much "doctor¬ 
ing" of balls and chicanery in substitu¬ 
tion of balls that the practice became a 
scandal This stale of affairs, of course, 
played havoc with the players' average*, 
and. moreover, robbed the gnine of many 
points In skill and Interest. 

The magnates, recognizing the Justice 
of the demand of players and natrons alike 
for a standard hall, adopted the Reach 
ball os tb- standard for all league games.

HIS EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY, 


Founder of Salvation Army Calls On 
Young Nation To Lead 
World To God. 


New York. April 12.—A message^!rom 
Gen William Booth, founder and com¬ 
mander of the Salvation Army, was read 
to-night at a remarkable celebration In 
Carnegie HaJI In honor of his 90th birth¬ 
day anniversary Miss Eva Booth, the 
General’s daughter, and oommetmler of 
the Salvation Army In America, read the 
message to the packed hall. It was as 
follows: 

“London. ADril 10. 1909.—To the Ameri¬ 
can people O, America, how vast is your 
opportunity for making a last mark for 
good on the entire human race. Endowed 
with measureless material resources, en¬ 
joying the unbounded confidence of your 
own people, favored with th^oncentrated 
light of earth and heaven, possessed of 
an Influence covering like a shadow aJt 
the world beside* whet a power you must 
be destined to become 

What will you do with this mighty, 
magic force? If von are permitted to 
realise your ambition to lead the world, 
whither will vou lead It? To utter aban¬ 
donment of faith in the etnrndl ami the 
neglect of every ifuty flowing out of It. 
to senseless worship of mammon, to use¬ 
less frivolities'’ No. I am sure you won t 
and 1 btucih at the very mention of such 
things and dendunce them with all my 
soul. 

“Where elsq, can you lead this poor, 
blind, stumbling worUL of ours but to 
the mighty. Just, lioly God and obedience 
to His command*, to the practice of 
righteousness, purity honor, kindness 
and simplicity, to self-tacriflclng service 
of mankind 1 * 

“O. Amerles, 1 Invite vou to thr actual 
realisation of llte Christian principles you 
profess and to practical imitation of Jesus 
Christ, who came out of his heaven to 
seek tJh d save. 

“Come along then, let tin gird up our 
loins and go out of our heaven and pul 
our arms around perishing multitudes 
and bring them to Christ, purity, peace 

and paradise 

“I Invito you to mske our common 
Christianity ait ungAlnsayable reality 
and thus wipe out tho reproach fast 
gathering over us that It Is nothing 
more than an exploded tradition, a fash¬ 
ionable association, or a lifeless ceremony 
Then when the wondering world asks, *ln 
what country can l find thr thing de¬ 
scribed by the letter of the Bible and set 
forth in the life of Jesus Christ?* the 
answer sliall be ‘America.*

The career of Jim Holt came to a trag¬ 
ic end shortly before k o'clock yester¬ 
day morning, when he was struck by a 
freight train as he wiui driving * 
across the Louisville and Nashville 
tracks near Floyd und O streets. Holt 
did not die Instantly, hut succumbed 
about fifteen minutes after he 
struck. .. 

It is considered by many an odd coin¬ 
cidence that Holt should meet hi* death 
but a short distance from Paust Bot¬ 
toms. where the Etly munlcr was com¬ 
mitted early on the morning of 
her *. IDO*, and In connection with 

which Holt was arrested. *jr mors 
than fifteen years he had made his home 
within 2 u 0 feet of the place whore 
accident occurred. News of his dentil 
spread rapidly among the snorbiaiy 
rfous In all parts of the city and within 
an hour u larM? crowd luu^ gathered nt 
the scene of the death. 4 „ 

Holt was In the employ of the w. E 
Caldwell Company as a (art driver, nnu 
with an empty conveyance was going 
north. At the point where the railroad 
crosses the street the Louisville and 
Nashville has a double track and there 
Is no guard gate. The driver was forced 
to wait on the south side of the track 
for the passage of u long freight train, 
and this obstructed his view of the north¬ 
bound train as it bore down upon the 
luckless man. He started to cross tn* 
track after the south-bound train passed, 
and his wagon was hit squarely. Horse, 
cart and driver were thrown many feet, 
and a shovel which was In the cart 
tossed in such a way that It* blade hit 
Holt a glancing blow in the face, prac- 
j tlcully cutting his nose off. Hts skull, 
also was crushed. , 

He verst persons picked up the mangled 
form arid made Holt as comfortable an 
possible until death gave relief- T.ie 
city hospital ambulance was called, hut 
long before It arrived Holt had died. 
The Coroner. Dr. Charles I. Groves, was 
called, and he ordered the body to bo re¬ 
moved to tho Blanford morgue.

it is said, wni his own worst 
enemy He drank heavily, and when un¬ 
der the influence of liquor was quarrel¬ 
some, and this got him into much 
trouble. But for his connection with the 
murder of Mrs. Virginia Etly Holt s ex¬ 
istence would have been one dull round 
of drink and t rouble and police a never- 
ending cycle. He Is said to have killed 
a man In a light once, and at another 
time used his knife on a woman. When 
sober he was peaceful, often tlog-uke In 
his servility, and many limes had he 
signed the pledge, but moral courage 
failed him at the appearance of tempta¬ 
tion. 

Just the day before the Etly murder 
was committed Holt was released from 
the workhouse. He had been sent there 
after a hearing In the Police Court on 
a charge of drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct, and his mother-in-law was 
among the witnesses who testified 
Against him. For this action he was 
deeply Incensed at the woman and vowed 
vengeance. She lived In Faust bottoms 
when Holt went to the workhouse, hut 
had moved during the time he was con¬ 
fined. Holt was accused of vlsttlng the 
Faust Bottom* on tho night of hts re¬ 
lease and he is said to have made In¬ 
quiries concerning th* whereabout* of 
hi* mother-in-law. Other circumstances 
led to his arrest tn connection with the 
murder Jlf Mr*. Etly. He was later dis¬ 
missed ft the examining trial.

Interest has Increased to such an ex¬ 
tent In the new Jefferson Institute of 
Arts and Sciences, which Is to be estab¬ 
lished In Louisville as a permanency, that 
persons In Louisville and out hi the SMW 
are offering valuable collections of an¬ 
tiquities ■* gifts to the Institution almost 
every day.

a pew and rare species of the horned owl. 
The bird was captured several days ago 
In a steel trap, aud is stilt alive, ll 1 * 
aakl to be one of the rarest specimens of 
its k'id ever captuM In Kentucky. 

Mr. Lyon, In describing the bird, *ald 
yesterday that It Is odd In appearance 
much more no than any other owl he e\er 
saw. and !» enormously laig*. ft meas¬ 
ure* flte feet from the tip of one wing 
to the other its horns are about thre*> 
Inches long, and protrude from the skull 
Just above the eyes a length of three or 
lour inches It Is also said to be a 
vicious type. It will be accepted by the 
officer* of the museum and prob.iblv 
killed and mounted. 

Mr. Altsheler also announced yesterday 
that he himself Is the possessor of a rare 
collection of moulted hea.'s of animal* 
which will occupy a niche In the nr.useiiift 
when U Is thrown open. It consists of 
nao^re, caribou, waptta, antelope, wild
